D r T y rr e ll F a v o r s th e A p p o in tm e n t o f a 
S ta te V eterin a ria n - 
M a r y sv il l e, December 21st.—The A p ­ 
peal will publish to-morrow a letter from 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of H ealth, favoring the suggestion 
m ade by th at journal for the creation of 
the office of State V eterinarian. Dr. Tyrrell 
w rites that the Board of H ealth has caused 
an investigation of the cattle diseases in 
this State to be m ade by the Bureau of A ni­ 
mal Industry at W ashington, through Dr. 
Thom as Bowhill, veterinary surgeon of 
San Francisco, appointed Com missioner for 
the purpose. 
The 
latter’s report just 
m ade is sum m arized by Dr. Tvrreil as fol­ 
lows : 
H e has discovered th at splenic fever, or 
Texas fever, prevailed last sum m er in Sau 
Diego, Los Angeles, San Bernardino, T u ­ 
lare, Fresno and M onterey counties. 
He 
also learned that in the sam e counties there 
was anthrax, tuberculosis and actinom y­ 
cosis, and says that m eans m ust be taken to 
lim it the spread of these diseases if we de­ 
sire to preserve the integrity of our cattle 
industry. 
H e also reports hog cholera, 
w hich is infective, and which destroyed a 
large num ber of h o g s; and also scab among 
the sheep. 
Dr. Tyrrell rem arks th at this array of 
diseases affecting the food supply of onr 
State calls for im m ediate action bv the 
Legislature. 
He adds th at while Texas 
fever has not been dem onstratively proved 
to be com m unicable to m an through dis­ 
eased meat, the anthrax certainly is. and 
also tuberculosis, m any thousands of people 
having been effected by consum ption en­ 
gendered through the m ilk of diseased 
cows. 
H e further says that the State Board of 
H ealth after due consideration has con­ 
cluded that the only feasible way to protect 
the public health and our valuable cattle 
industry from destructive infective diseases, 
is the appointm ent by the State of a skill­ 
ful 
thoroughly 
qualified 
veterinarian 
through the State Board of H ealth, which 
would secure efficiency, and keep the office 
out of politics.

In su ra n ce o f W o rk in g m en . 
In G erm any insurance of workingmen 
is compulsory. 
T here is a certain amount 
deducted out of liis wages by his em ployer 
for th at purpose, and the employer is re­ 
sponsible to th e Governm ent for th at 
amount. 
A workman whose weekly wages 
is $5 has about ten cents deducted there­ 
from as an insurance against sickness and 
death, and five cents as an insurance 
against old age and inability. 
F or these 
deductions the benefits accruing are : 
In 
case of sickness he is furnished three 
m onths’ medical attention and treatm ent; 
and if m arried, and his wife brought to 
confinement, she is entitled to free medical 
attention, a money allowance equal to h alf 
his average w ages, or, if he prefers it, free 
board and treatm ent in a hospital and a 
small amount equal to tw enty tim es the 
local daily wages of 
the 
laborer 
is 
S 
aid to the survivors. 
In case of acci- 
ent he receives the sick benefit and com­ 
pensation for partial or total disability, or 
in the event of death his family or heirs 
receive th e compensation. For a workman 
earning $5 weekly, if totally disabled he 
receives about $15 per m onth. 
If he is 
killed, $20 is allowed for burial expenses, 
and his widow, say with two children, re­ 
ceives about $11 per m onth u n til the chil­ 
dren are fifteen years old. 
W hen a work­ 
man gets too old to labor he receives from 
$30 to $62 yearly according to the length 
of tim e he has been employed. 
T he old 
age insurance fund is supported by the de­ 
ductions kept from the pay of the w ork­ 
ingman, by an equal amount paid by the 
employer, the 
State paying an 
equal 
am ount also. 
These deductions are made 
from every workman, unless he gives proof 
of his being already sufficiently insured in 
some club, guild, or benevolent society.— 
Exchange.

C in c in n a t i, December 22d.—a . m —Six­ 
teen m en are buried in the ruins of a wall 
that fell at Strobell's furniture and frame 
factory at E lm and Canal streets w hile the 
building was burning. The fire was discov­ 
ered early this m orning, and a general 
alarm brought the entire D epartm ent to the 
scene. 
Fire Chief Jerry Bray was buried by the 
failing of a tioor in the fifth story, and was 
burned to death. 
The firemen then fought the flames from 
the outside, when suddenly, and w ithout 
warning, the entire front wall fell out, 
burying fifteen men, m ostly firem en. 
Owing to the intense heat and sm oke 
there is great difficulty in reaching the 
men, who are doubtless all dead. 


L a t e r —F our m en have been recovered 
from the ruins.

A C H E A P SE N SA T IO N . 


T h e S ilty Story A b o u t an A tte m p t to K ill 
G en era l R& rrtoon. 
I n d ia n a po l is, December 21st.—The chief 
topic of conversation to day about the hotel 
lobbies was the sensational attem pted as­ 
sassination story telegraphed from New 
York. 
It has been discussed and de­ 
noun cea upon all sides. 
Tbe Associated 
Press correspondent is advised that reports 
have been sent this evening to several 
papers telling that the story had its founda­ 
tion in the frequent trips alleged to have 
been made in the evening duriDg the cam ­ 
paign by General H arrison to Mapleton, 
the sum m er 
residence of Theodore P. 
H ougbey, President of the Indianapolis 
National Bank, with whom, so the story 
goes, General 
H arrison 
passed several 
nights, being accompanied by an arm ed 
guard. These erroneous statem ents hav­ 
ing been reported to a correspondent, are 
believed to have furnished the slim grounds 
for the concoction of the attem pted assas­ 
sination story. 
The facts are that Genera! H arrison has 
not visited Mapleton in five years. 
It is 
true th at he has, since his nom ination, 
received letters from "cran k s,” but it is not 
known that any of them were of a threat­ 
ening character. 
Private Secretary Halford, Mr. McKee, 
the G eneral's son-in-law, and others, are 
very outspoken in their opinions regarding 
the story published and the unpleasant 
suggestion which they feel it carries to 
every crank in the country. 


CONTRACT LABOR. 


C h ea p W o r k m e n , P a u p e rs an d In sa n e 
F lo c k in g to A m e r ica . 
P ittsburg. December 21st.—The session 
of the Ford Investigation Committee to-day 
was devoted to taking testim ony especially 
regarding the im portation of contract labor. 
The 
witnesses 
exam ined 
were Master 
W orkm an Eccles Robinson, of the Brass- 
workers’ National Assembly, Master W ork­ 
m an Doyle, of District Assembly, No. 2, 
K. of L , President Sm ith, of the Flint- 
glass W orkers’ National Union, and Jam es 
Campbell and W illiam Cave, President and 
Secretary of the W indow-glass W orkers’ 
Federation. 
The evidence went to show 
that men had come to this country under 
contract in m any cases to work against 
skilled labor. 
Most of the W elshm en, 
H ungarians and Italians never become 
citizens, and m any rem ain here but a few 
years. 
According to the testim ony given, the 
m ajority of the H ungariansatid Italians 
have few, if any, family ties here, and live 
like hogs. They are not intelligent, and 
with their style of living the American 
workm an cannot compete with them . They 
do not know what a fair day's work is, and 
are imposed upon by employers. 
The 
effects of these im portations upon A m er­ 
ican laborers have been very bad. 
Chairm an Ford said this evening: “ Tbe 
evidence shows an alarm ing state of affairs. 
So far as paupers and insane are con­ 
cerned, at the lowest estim ate there have 
500 such im m igrants come to this section 
alone since the law went into effect, and 
contrary to its provisions.” 


T H E H A IT IA N R E V O LT . 


A B a ttle Im m in en t B e tw e e n th e F e d ­ 
e r á is an d In su rg e n ts. 
N ew Y o r k . December 21st.—Private ad­ 
vices from Port-au-Prince, received late 
last night, contain the following r The ad­ 
vance colum ns of H ippolytes arm y is 
alm ost w ithiu sight of’ Port-au-Prince. 
Tbe inhabitants of that town are hurriedly 
throw ing up barricades and otherw ise forti­ 
fying the city. The greatest excitem ent 
prevails in the capital, and a decisive bat­ 
tle may be expected at any m om ent. 
The people at M ireblais are dying of 
hunger. T he populace are up in arm s 
against Legitim e’s soldiers, who are gar­ 
risoned at this place. 
Not a cent has been 
paid to tue Governm ent troops for the last 
six weeks for rations, the volunteers alone 
being paid for tbeir services.

M IL L IO N S IN IT . 


over was discovered and seized by the Gov­ 
ernm ent detectives, and it came near cost­ 
ing D urant his life. 
F our detectives way­ 
laid him in the woods at night, and took 
him at a great disadvantage, and tried their 
best to end his life by standing ten feet 
away and firing twenty shots at him in 
rapid succession, but D urant has a charmed 
life, and made liis escaped w ithout injury. 
Every one around Sarnia knows him to 
be one of the m ost daring smugglers who 
ever exchanged shots w ith Custom-house 
officers. 
They know, also, that be is one^ 
of the trusted agents of the rich syndicate 
that was organized several years ago for the 
express purpose of sm uggling opium into 
tbe United States from Victoria. ’ 
The syndicate has $5,000,000 behind it 
and is largely controlled by a man in Vic­ 
toria known as "Boss” Harris. 
H e is im ­ 
m ensely rich and makes no effort to con­ 
ceal the fact that he is Ihe bicgest sm ug­ 
gler in the D om inion. 
H e always has a 
laig eb an k account here, and he has tald 
the cashier of one of tbe leading banks that 
he and his associates had m ade millions 
out of opium. 
As an illustration of the big monev tobe 
made out of the business, hi* said that he 
brought down a consignment of opium 
from Victoria to Sarnia and employed two 
men to carry it across the river to Port 
H uron, wnence it was shipped to Califor­ 
nia. 
T he men carried the drug, which was 
packed in the cans, in their coat pockets 
and ri de across the river on the regular 
passenger ferryboats. 
Although the cus­ 
toms officers are constantly stationed on the 
ferries, the men who transported the drug 
were not detected, and the entire consign­ 
m ent was carried uver, and in less than four 
weeks from the tim e the drug left Victoria 
by this circuitous route it was safely de 
livered at Sau Francisco.

A m an for m any years in the employ of 
the United S ates Governm ent as an inter­ 
preter is another member. 
A Toronto 
Chinam an and “ Opium Pete,” of Sau 
Francisco, comprise the rest of the syndi­ 
cate. 
Besides tliesp, there are a large num ber 
of agents whose duly it is to look after the 
consignments after they leave Victoria, 
shoving them from one point to another 
in the Dominion, transporting them over 
the border and then reshipping across the 
States to California, covering up tbeir 
tracks in such a clever m anner as to suc­ 
cessfully elude the vigilance of the Cus­ 
tom s officers. 
The value of the combined product of 
the factory in British Columbia, the head­ 
quarters of the H arris gang, is estim ated 
at $5,000,000 per annum , and of this more 
than 90 per cent, goes to the U nited States. 
It is believed that less than 10 per cent, of 
it passes through the Custom house. The 
gang operates not only at Sarnia, hut all 
along the northern border of the United 
States.

W a sh in g to n . December 2lst.—Senator 
Sherm an was thi3 evening serenaded by 
the recently-organized “John Sherm an Re­ 
publican League (colored) of the District of 
Columbia.” 
An address on behalf of the 
League was read and presented, thanking 
the Senator for ¡.is great and unrem itting 
services irt behalf of the colored race. They 
protested against the recognition of Protec­ 
tion Democrats in th e South by their ele­ 
vation to high offices under tbe incom ing 
Adm inistration, and called upon the A m eri­ 
can people to protect their hr thers in cer­ 
tain sections in the South in the exercise of 
tbeir constituíiouttl rights as freem*-n. Sen­ 
ator Sherm an, iu response, said, in part: 


sh k r m a n’b r e p l y . 
"T he problem of securing to you thi 
peaceful enjoym ent of equal rights and 
privileges is the m ost difficult one i.t 
American politics. 8o far as the Constitu­ 
tion and the laws of our couulry can do it, 
you now stand before m e invested with 
every right of freemen. 
If, in some of the 
Southern States, these rights are denied to 
you, you m ust rem em ber and m ake allow ­ 
ances for tbe opinions and prejudices of 
a^es, and 
for your enforced ignorance. 
These prejudices will d sappear as you ac­ 
quire education and property, and thus you 
can win, by moderation end good character, 
the respect and confidence of the sons of 
those who held you or your ancestors as 
slaves. If you suffer injustice under the 
shadow of the past, rem em ber that never Í 
before in hum an history did an em anci­ 
pated race or class m ake such progress in 
so short a tim e as you have done.” 
Senator Sherm an expressed the hope 
and belief that the next Congress would 
pass a uniform election law to secure to 
every m an the right to vote, and have that 
vote counted, but he w arned them that 
Congress could not interfere in local elec­ 
tions. 
Y'our hope is in the m oral convic­ 
tion—growing stronger day by day—that 
injustice to you reacts upon your oppress­ 
ors 
It was for them , the speaker said, to 
show the untruth of the charge that they 
were not fitted for the duties of citizenship, 
and ’.but in these States where they were 
num erous they would establish negro rule 
and endanger civilization.

Á T R IP OVER THE TRAXS-lSnTIIMUS 
R lll.W A Y . 


Som e Interesting F a cts and F eat­ 
ures o f tb e N arrow T ract Con­ 
n ectin g th e Two C ontinents.

Aspinw all, December 12,188&. 
Of course one of the first things we did 
on arriving at Panama was to mxlce a 
trip over the celebrated railway, which, 
since 1855, has been running l*etween 
Panama city on the Pacific side and As- 
pinwall on the Atlantic, and on account of 
which the United States came near having 
the war not long ago. 
Notwithstanding all the fuss that was 
made at its building, it would seem that 
the construction of this road could not 
have been a very serious undertaking, 
since its highest point is scarcely 250 feet 
above sea level—not a circumstance com­ 
pared to that highest railway in Mexico 
between Vera Cruz and the Capital, which 
rises more than 8,000 feet within a few 
miles. 
It is officially stated that the average 
value of the merchandise that passes from 
ocean to ocean over the Panama Railway 
exceeds $44,000,000 every year. M. de 
Lesseps’ Inter-Oceanic Canal which runs 
between the Atlantic and Pacific nearly 
parallel with this railway, is without 
locks, and almost on a dead level. But to 
this inchoate wonder of the world, which 
the knowing ones hereabouts are wont to 
characterize as “ De Lesseps’ f o l i y we 
will pay more particular attention by and 
by. 
Aspinwall (or Colon, as it is sometimes 
called), is Colombia’s most flourishing sea­ 
port, and is virtually a colony of the 
United States of the North, having been 
ceded in perpetuity by the Government of 
New Granada in 1852, to the American 
company who founded it for the Atlantic 
terminus of the Panama railway. Archi­ 
tecturally the pert little city looks as if it 
had accidentally strayed away from New 
England and got lost down here in the 
tropics. 
In reality it does not touch Co­ 
lombia or Panama, at all, but occupies a 
tiny island (M anzanillo),' in the G ulf of 
Mexico, or rather in Navy Bay, an arm of 
the Gulf. 
The small island, though onlv 
about a mile in extent, is one of the most 
busy and prosperous place’s iu the New 
World, because of its commanding posi­ 
tion as a place of transit, both by reason 
of the railway and the interoeeauic canal. 
Indeed, Aspinwall pretty nearly monopo­ 
lizes the benefits of traffic in both direc­ 
tions, over the route between the two 
great oceans which has appropriately been 
dubbed “The Highway of the World,” to 
the almost utter exclusion of fast-decaying 
Panama. 
For romance and plcturesque- 
ness the latter will always bear the palm; 
but Aspinwall, with its more common­ 
place features and air of smart, Yankee 
newness, is bound to run as far ahead of 
the sleepy old Spanish town in substantial 
prosperity as Northern thrift and enter­ 
prise distances Southern sloth and indo­ 
lence—romantic and picturesque though 
the latter may be. 
The American town was named in honor 
of Colonel Aspinwall, one of the original 
promoters of the railway and the shrewd­ 
est of merchants. 
Its population has been 
variously estimated, and probably changes 
with times and seasons—but about seven 
thousand will approximate a fair average. 
The town contains a number of good 
hotels, one of which boasts of being able 
to contain six hundred guests. 
It has also 
the only Protestant Episcopal Church in 
Central America, besides several “ mis­ 
sions”—Methodist, Baptist and Presbv- 
terian—and a number of Catholic sanctu­ 
aries. 
There are also American and Spanish 
newspapers, a commodious and well-con­ 
ducted hospital, and very handsome build­ 
ings belonging to the railroad company. 
The great depot is exactly in the center of 
the town, connected by track with the 
wharf at which steamers land—a change, 
indeed, from the old days, when the only 
way of crossing the Isthmus was on don­ 
key-back, goods and a ll! 
Among Aspinwall’s other attractions is 
a lovely drive around the island, called the 
Paxeo ibral (coral boulevard), because the 
island itself is supposed to be lounded upon 
a bed of coral rock. 
Everybody patron­ 
izes the Paseo at the sunset hour, on foot 
or in coche. Gn the farthest point of the 
island stands a lofty lighthouse, whose 
revolving eye throws a yellow gleam far 
over the stormv waters. Though Navv 
Bay is the best harbor on the eastern coast, 
with sufficient depth of water for the 
largest Tesseis. and anchorage room for 
half the commerce of the world, yet it is 
woefully subject to the “ northers” that 
are such a terror to mariners on the Mex­ 
ican Gulf. 
No fewer than seven lines of mail 
steamers make Aspinwall their port of 
destination, via Panama, rendering it the 
chief entrepot, not only between Califor­ 
nia and the Atlantic States, but between 
England and countries beyond the Pacific. 
It should be remembered that A-spinwall 
is onlv about two thousand miles from 
New York City, forty-nine miles from 
Panama City, and 
equi-distant 
(3,300 
miles) from those two great trading-posts, 
Valparaiso and San Francisco. 
Formerly the climate here was very un­ 
healthy, but Yankee neatness, assisted by 
a thorough and enlightened system of• 
drainage, has made the little island about 
the most salubrious shore-town in ail 
Spanish America. Only eight miles away 
is the old Spanish town of Chagres, c port 
at the month of the river of the -same 
name. 
It was once the principal city of 
the section, but has suffered almost -total 
eclipse since Aspinwall was built. I t is 
divided into two towns, one on each -side 
of the river, that on the left bank being 
styled tbe American 
Chagres, 
because 
settled principally by people from -the 
United States. The ether is the old Span­ 
ish vil! age, and lias a mongrel population 
of Mexicans, Indians, Negroes, Creoles, 
Caribs, Spaniards and Englishmen. 
Both 
towns are little belter than collections of 
rude huts, miserable, poor, dirty and un­ 
healthy, their only importance being as a 
mail station between Great Britain and 
the western coast of the two Americas. 
Chagres harbor will acommodate only 
vessels drawing not more than ten or 
twelve feet of waiter, and ni all times is ex­ 
tremely difficult of eutrance, requiring a 
fair wind. 
When onoe inside, however, ! 
ships are perfectly secure.-so far as theele- ‘ 
ments are concerned, no matter what 
storms may rage upon the open gulf; and 
for that reason it is much -sought during 
the season of northers. 
The great river u|<on which the twin 
towns lie rises some thirty miles north of 
Panama city and traverses a fertile coun­ 
try. 
But though from twenty to fifty feet 
deep, it is not navigable Ijecauíe broken 
by numerous cascades and ow iig to the 
rapidity of its current. 
Its ad!mints—the 
rivers Pequeni, Gatun and La Trinidad— 
are ali considerable streams, ami ttjvim its 
bani s, farther in the itsterior, are several 
towny each infinitely better than Cfcggres. 
On this coast are also found m&nr of 
those jalares whose names were faroiii&r in 
our school-days and map-drawing experi­ 
ences—th e Gulf of Darien (near its east­ 
ern extremity), Port E-cocesa, the liarlar 
of San Bias, Caledonia B it and the Chirt- 
qui lagoon. 
The its*.-Darned, (pronounced 
Ch rte-kie), in ludes the river, lagoon 
and arehi;ielago, and belongs mostly to the 
adjoining Stage of Costa Iiica, department 
of Veragua. 
The Chiriqui river, after 
taking a northward course, enters the la­ 
goon of the same name, which is separated 
from the Caribbean Sea by the Chiriqui 
archipelago. The-"lagoon” is a magnifi­ 
cent bay, with three entrances, capable of 
anchoring vessels of ¡largest size. 
It ex­ 
tends along the coast for ninety miles and 
inland from forty to fifty miles. 
Except a few scattered Carib huts, its 
numerous lovely islands are uninhabited, 
if not wholly unexplored. .Some of them 
are beautifully wooded, w ith blossoming 
vines swaying from the tree-tops, and 
strange, sweet odors wafted upon gverv 
passing breeze. W hat secrets their flowery 
j-gec*;scs contain, whg( treasures for the 


scientist, the naturalist, the archieelogist, 
no man car. tell. 
But certain it is that 
the crocodiles bathing along the sunny 
shores, the serpents that hiss and writhe 
in 
tire fia;rant coverts, the 
ravenous 
sharks and the terrible “ man-eaters” that 
occasionally show their ugly heads in the 
vicinity, serve to guard them as effectually 
from human intrusion as were guarded the 
golden apples of the Hesperidcs. 
11 is asserted by those who reside here 
th a t never within the memory of man has 
money been so scarce as now at Aspinwall 
—or “Colon,” as the town is more com­ 
monly called. 
Never was local business so 
dull, even in the -darkest days of revolu­ 
tion, nor the [«¡ople so utterly depressed. 
Dire forebodings of further financial disas­ 
ter seem to have settled down u|s*o the 
place like a pall—“deeply, darkly, desper­ 
ately blue.” 
Men go about the streets 
with hands in their pockets and gloom 
ujion their faces, and refuse to commit 
themselves to the most wily interviewer as 
to the outlook of Isthmian affairs. 
In 
social circles the general depression is in­ 
creased by the rumor that roost of the 
canal employes (not the common day labor­ 
ers, but those higher up in tbe scale) are 
about to be discharged in the interests of 
economy. The only ray of sunshine comes 
with the increasing excitement in regard 
to the Nicaraguan canal project, and the 
hope that with the growth of that enter­ 
prise languishing trade may revive. 
But there are places, not far away, 
where the people are more hard pushed for 
coin than even the Panamians. Especially 
in Venezuela, all manner of make-shifts 
have been resorted to for supplying a “cir­ 
culating medium.” 
In Guanta, for exam­ 
ple, the people have absolutely no money, 
and when they wisli to purchase a few 
necessaries they steal eocoanuts by “the 
dark of the moon” and hand them over 
to the traders in exchange for the supplies 
they require. This free and easy custom 
became so universal and alarming that in 
order to protect the few who raise the 
fruit, the Alcalde of the district of Guanta 
was obliged to issue a decree which prob­ 
ably has not a parallel in financial circles. 
He has lately prohibited the use of cocoa- 
nuts as money, and threatened with con­ 
dign punishment all traders who may 
receive them as such. To our ideas this 
seems rather a left handed way of pro­ 
tecting the palm groves from the depreda­ 
tions of robbers, who themselves, are al­ 
lowed to go unpunished 1 Considering the 
bulk and weight of the fruit, the thieves 
in question must be a sturdy set if they 
can carry about on their backs much

EYES EDUCATED 
MEN MAY 
COME PROMINENT. 
BE- 


D istinguish ed A m ericans Not Born 
in Dog H ouses and W ho 
H ave T aught School. 


“ Many of the most eminent statesmen 
of the day began life as teachers,” said 
Speaker Carlisle in an address not long ago 
delivered : t a convention of school teach­ 
ers in Kentucky. The Speaker did not 
give instances, but there are plenty of 
them to show that his assertion was well 
founded. 
Indeed, the school rostrum has 
of late years more than once iieen a step, 
ping-stone to the W hite House. 
It is true 
that General Harrison does not belong to 
that category, but the last two Republican 
President did, as does President Cleveland. 
Many of the most prominent political 
leaders of the day began life in the same 
way. Speaker Carlisle taught school for 
four years while preparing himself for the 
bar. 
Ilis appearance to day is that of a 
typical professor. 
lie declared recently 
that the happiest day of his life was that 
on which he walked into Covington, Ken­ 
tucky, after fifteen miles of rough tramp­ 
ing, to get his teacher’s certificate. 
James G. Blaine was graduated at the 
age of eighteen years and took up the 
birch almost immediately afterward. 
He 
succeeded as a teacher, just as he has suc- 
ceedek as a statesman, author, and finan­ 
cier. 
During the last Presidential canvas, 
a friend asked him playfully, how lie ac­ 
quired all his personal magnetism. 
“I believe,” be replied laughing, “that 
necessity of controlling Kentucky ur- 


I of the composition of the corona—what it 
consists of. 
There is a mystery about the 
composition of these banners of the sun 
that has never yet been solved. Some have 
regarded them as consisting of gaseous 
matter surrounding the sun, and being, 
perhajis, tbe product of ejection from it. 
Others have thought that they might be 
vast swarms of meteors thick about the 
sun, and shining in its light, or, perhaps, 
something that might be likened to colos­ 
sal dnst clouds surrounding that immense 
solar engine to whose unceasing activity 
we owe the light and heat and vivific 
forces that make the earth habitable. 
It is hoped that a good deal of light 
will be thrown upon this question by the 
observations of the coming eclipse. 
Then, 
again, the observers of this occasion will 
have the advantage of making their ob­ 
servations in a remarkably clear atmos­ 
phere, for there is no clearer air in the 
world than that of California, where the 
eclipse observers will go, ami, in addition, 
they will place their instruments at a high 
altitude, some 2,000 feet above the sea, 
thus getting above much of the ‘smoke and 
stirof tliisdim spot,’ the earth. 
The great 
advantage of a high altitude from which 
to make observations has been long recog­ 
nized, aud lias been emphasized within the 
past year by the marvelous achievements 
of the great Lick telescope, mounted on 
the summit of Mount Hamilton in Califor­ 
nia. 
By the way, it is most unfortunate 
that the line of totality runs between 100 
and 200 miles north of Mt. Hamilton, and 
as it would be impracticable to move so 
large an instrument, it will be impossible 
for the astronomers to see this interesting 
eclipse with the most powerful telescope in 
the world. 
\\ e shall have some very in­ 
teresting news in astronomical circles after 
this eclipse is over.”— Jiostom Herald.

Congressman S. S. Cox, of New York, 
tried to pound knowledge into the heads 
of young Buckeyes in Ohio before he en­ 
tered public life. H is versatility was not 
equal to Mr. Blaine’s, however, and, al­ 
though he has been a success as a legislator 
and in literature, he was a dismal failure 
as a teacher. H is career as a pedagogue 
is said to have come to an untimely end. 
There is a legend that he resigned at the 
urgent request of all the school trustees, 
backed by almost every taxpayer of the 
village where he taught. 
Still, with his 
customary geniality, he delivered a touch­ 
ing farewell address at parting, begging 
that the villagers should not inordinately 
mourn his loss, and declaring that nothing 
in the world but the most urgent demands 
for his presence elsewhere could force him 
to give up the companionship of his loved 
scholars and neighbors. 
For a long time 
afterward it was a mooted question among 
the villagers whether the young teacher 
had been poking fun at them. 
Ever since 
that time Mr. Cox has been a warm friend 
of the teachers, helping them publicly and 
privately whenever opportunity oflfered. 
Every one knows that Mayor Hewitt 
earned, by teaching, ti e money paid for 
his first triji to Europe. 
He partly sup­ 
ported himself while at college by “coach­ 
ing” other young men, and he proudly 
tells, in the Congressional Director}', of his 
labors at teaching. 
The Mayor, like 
Speaker Carlisle, 
is fond of attending 
Teachers’ Conventions and school com­ 
mencements to this day. 
Senator Ingalls, the Republican leader 
and President of the United States Senate, 
has presided on the school-house rostrum. 
After being graduated at H arvard College, 
he went to Kansas, expecting that his 
Massachusetts culture might be at once 
coined into dollars. 
It was slow work, so 
Mr. Ingalls resorted to teaching until he 
could earn a subsistence by the practice of 
law. 
He taught with great success, and 
at this period acquired the distinct articu­ 
lation and forcible utterance which have 
since made him the first orator of the 
Senate. 
Senator Hawley, of Connecticut, taught 
for some years before he entered college. 
Ex-Senator Mitchell, of Pennsylvania, was 
a teacher when the civil war broke out. 
Senator Riddleberger of Virginia, taught 
a school before entering politics. 
E x­ 
Senator Camden, of W est Virginia, earned 
in the school-house the dollars which laid 
the foundation to the millions he owns to­ 
day. Senator Kenna, of the same State, 
had a school on the Kanawha while he 
was studying law and farming. 
He was 
once offered the Presidency of the West 
Virginia State University, but preferred to 
go to Cougress. 
Senator Cullom, of Illinois, nunaged a 
school ten years before the civil war. 
He 
is to-day a type of the old-time backwoods 
teacher. Senator Vest, of Missouri, taught 
school in Kentucky. 
H e then bee;'.me a 
reporter, and, as an inevitable evidence of 
this second evolution, a great statesman. 
Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, was a school­ 
teacher many years. H e attends all the 
school commencements while he is in 
Washington, and iikes to tell what he 
knows and what he does not know about 
the art of teaching. 
United States Justice I.amar was a pro­ 
fessor in the Oxford, Miss., University 
when he was elected United States Senator. 
Secretary Vilas once taught the young idea 
how to sprout and blossom in the bleak 
backwoods of Wisconsin. 
Congressman 
Reed, the Republican leader of the House 
of Representatives, also wielded the birch 
many years ago.—New York Mail and Ex­ 
press.

G arrett T. Servias, the Secretary of the 
American Astronomical Society, and well 
known lecturer and writer on astronomy, 
was asked what there was peculiar and in­ 
teresting in the eclipse of the sun which is 
to occur on the 1st of January next and 
for the observation of which Harvard 
University has already fitted out a costly 
expedition to go to the Pacific coast. 
" The path of the total eclipse, as it is 
technically called,” said Mr. Serviss, “will 
begin near the center of the group of the 
Aleutian Islands, which stretched across 
from Alaskat Kamschatka, and sweeping 
southward and eastward over the northern 
Pacific will reach the continent a little 
north of Fan Francisco. 
It will continue 
on a broad curve, turning northward, and, 
crossing Nevada, Idaho and Montana, will 
end far up in Canada, aU.ut half way be­ 
tween the western end of Lake Superior 
and Hudson Bay. 
W hile only observers 
along this line will see tbe sun partially 
eclipsed, a total eclipse will be seen all 
over the United States. In New York the 
eclipse will be just beginning at sunset. 
The further west you go the better chance 
you will have to see it. 
“One reason why this eclipse possesses 
special interest is that since the last pre­ 
vious total eclipse that could be observed 
to advantage, very great, and indeed as- 
tObdshiogprogress has been made in tbe 
art of astronomic»! photography. 
There 
is n.s greater mystery in the visible uni 
verse, perhaps, than the coronal .streams 
appearing around the sun when it is totally 
eclipsed. 
Of course these strange phe­ 
nomena are there ali tbe time, but owing 
to the effect oí th e glare of sunlight iu Aije 
earth's atmosphere, they are invisible to 
us during the very few 'minutes that the 
blazing face of the sun remains hidden by 
the opaque body of the moon. 
They were 
first generally recognized as belonging to 
th e sun in 1868, and since theuon everv 
possible occasion a»i room ers have spared 
ne pains or expense to #tudy them, going 
with cumbersome loads of instruments to 
every part of the world for that purpose.

APPARENT DEATH. 


S o m e R a r e C hhuh n n d E x p e r i e n c e s in t h i s 
l u t c r e f e ttr g F i e l d o f T h o u g h t . 
Among the various forms of abnormal 
sleep are some that resemble rather the 
sleep of death, says a writer in Youth’s 
Companion, for there is sometimes hardly 
a discernible sign of life. 
Some eases of 
the kind have, without doubt, been fol­ 
lowed by tiie burial of the patient. 
If 
there was ever any difficulty in determin­ 
ing the question of actual death, there is 
probably little or none now. 
There are 
several well-known tests that remove all 
doubt upon the question whether life is or 
is not extinct. 
In some cases of sleep that, to the ordi­ 
nary observer, seems death, the person is 
wholly unconscious of his surroundings, 
and may seem to himself separated from 
his body and lifted to the bliss and glory 
of heaven. This was so with the celebrated 
Rev. W illiam Tennant in the last century. 
The whole three days, while he’fty appar­ 
ently dead, seemed to him concentrated 
into a few minutes of indescribable joy, hut 
his former life long remained a blank, and, 
learned scholar as he was, he had to begin 
his alphabet again. 
Wiien he reached the 
Latin grammar, his old stores of knowledge 
gradually returned to him. 
But in cases somewhat similar the person 
has full consciousness of his condition and 
surrounding without being able to give 
any sign of it. 
The case of Rev. Edward B. Emerson, 
recently published in the Cunpregatiorudist, 
is a remarkable one. 
Mr. Emerson—he 
late died at the age of 70—was a son of 
Rev. Brown Emerson, D. D., an eminent 
minister in Salem, Mass. 
At the age of 27 he was suddenly at­ 
tacked with a peculiarly fatal fever then 
prevailing. 
For a time his case was re­ 
garded as hojieless; but, having survived 
his worst attacks, he was at fength thought 
to lie out of danger, liis nurse went home, 
and a less skilled attendant took her place. 
In a few days violent symptoms returned, 
and then the patient seemed to die. 
The 
physician declared him dead, and his 
funeral was appointed. 
For a day and a 
half he lay with his eyes fixed, teeth 
locked and no perceptible breathing. 
But all the while he was conscious of 
everything that was said and done at his 
bedside, and though the arrangements for 
the funeral were freely talked over in his 
hearing, he came to feel certain that he 
would somehow be restored to life through 
his former nurse. 
Strangely enough, that 
nurse, who had not learned of what had 
occurred since she left, was roused from 
her sleep by a vivid dream of some one in 
danger, whom she alone could help. 
The next morning she determined to 
visit her former patient, and learn his 
condition. 
On ascertaining the facts she 
became satisfied, though she had only her 
dream to oppose to the judgment of the 
physician, that he was not dead. She in­ 
sisted on the use of means for his recovery. 
The means were effectual. 
He gradually 
regained his health and resumed his min­ 
istry. 
During the period of suspended anima­ 
tion his mind was in a very exalted state, 
hut he did not, like Tennant, seem to be 
borne away from the body. 
He himself 
says; 
“ In addition to this, heaven was par­ 
tially opened with its wonderful holiness 
and glory, and an all-pervading and ele­ 
vating impression within and around me 
of supernatural sanctity, splendor and love, 
thrilling my soul with mingled reverence 
and delight. The object prominent above 
others was a spiritual impersonation of the 
Lord Jesus.” 
This period of enjoyment was while he 
was actually hearing the conversation of 
the watchers. 
An interesting feature of 
the case is that the impression on the 
mind of his nurse in her dream was at the 
very time that the conviction was given 
his own mind that he would be restored 
through her. 
When her knock was heard at the door 
next morning h« felt sure that the knock 
was her’s, and that she had come to effect 
his resuscitation.

Som e Interesting F acts in R elation 
to These F riend s o f M ariners 
and People. 


Most people have heard or read of the 
trade winds—or simply “ the trades,” as 
they are called by sailors—but it is not 
generally known what causes these winds 
and where they are found. 
It is easy to understand that a wind 
which is steady in force and constant in 
direction is of great benefit to sailing ves­ 
sels, and it is from this advantage to navi­ 
gators—and hence to trade—that the trade 
winds take theit name. 
These winds are permanent over both 
the land and water, prevailing in, and 
often beyond, the torrid zone. 
As the air 
within this zone receives a greater amount 
of heat than the air outside, it rises, and 
in its place is supplied the colder air 
which rushes in from beyond the tropics. 
If the earth were at rest, it is evident 
that a north wind would blow in the 
northern half of the torrid zone, and a 
south wind in the southern half. 
But the 
earth, instead of being at rest, revolves on 
its axis from west to east. A little reflec­ 
tion will enable any one to understand 
th at the greatest velocity resulting from 
this r > tation must be found at the equator, 
ami that as one recedes from the equator, 
the velocity diminishes until the pole is 
reached, when it is nothing. 
The wind which is rushed toward the 
equator has continually a less velocity 
than that of the surface over which it 
passes, and so falls behind more and more 
as the equator is approached. 
This gives 
it a direction opposite to the earth’s rota­ 
tion, in other words, a direction from the 
east t • the west, which, combined with the 
motion from the north and south, before 
mentioned, gives as a result the northeast 
trades in the northern hemisphere, and 
the southeast trades in the southern hemis­ 
phere. 
The trade winds then may be considered 
to be caused jointly by the rotation of the 
earth n its axis, and the movement of the 
air toward equatorial regions, to take the 
place of other air which has risen from 
the efiect of heat. 
Speaking roughly, the limits of the 
trades are 30 degrees north latitude and 30 
degrees south latitude, between the two 
being a band of calms and light, variable 
air. 
This belt is called “ the doldrums,” 
probably from the 
old 
Spanish word 
“ dolorosa ”—signifying tormenting, which 
a region of calms and variables undoubt­ 
edly is to a sailing vessel. 
The doldrums 
are the meeting ground of the northeast 
and the southeast trades, and at this meet­ 
ing point they have a neutralizing effect 
on each other. Here rains are heavy and 
frequent. 
The limits of the trades are constantly 
changing, varying with the season of the 
year. 
Following the motion of the sun in 
the heavens, in the summer they extend 
perhaps 200 or 300 miles toward the north, 
and in the winter they recede toward the 
south. 
It will be understood from this 
that the halt of equatorial calms is varia­ 
ble in position, as it also is in width. In 
spring its center is found about 100 miles 
north of the equator, while in summer it 
extends 500 miles higher in latitude. 
Its 
width is ordinarily 300 miles, hut some­ 
times it is thrice as wide, and then again 
there V. occasionally no dividing line be­ 
tween the trades, and vessels are fortunate 
enough to run directly from one into the 
other. 
To come now from the trades in general 
to the trades of the Atlantic. These have 
been known for centuries. 
Columbus prob­ 
ably noted the northeast trades on his first 
voyage of discovery. 
W hen not inter­ 
rupted by hurricanes, which are uncom­ 
mon. except in August, September and 
October, this northwest trade-wind region 
is a veritable summer sea, so much so, in­ 
deed, that it was called “The Lady’s G ulf” 
by the old Spanish navigators. 
It extends from the doldrums to the 
horse latitudes, which is a belt of calms 
and variable winds found between 30 and 
35 degrees of north latitude, according to 
the *<-a*un of the year, and takes its pecu­ 
liar rr.me trom the fact that in early days 
ships • gaged in carrying cargoes of horses 
from Europe to the West Indies frequently 
found it necessary to throw them over­ 
board, owing to the fiequent changes— 
rain-, thunder, lightning, pulls and calms 
follov.'' ■ g 
u h other in rapid succession in 
this • rjdexing region. 
I! >• ' t¡;e northeast and southeast trades 
of ti: ■ 
antic blow over a wider extent 
on th- African than on the American side, 
but, on tiie other hand, the doldrums are 
much broader on the eastern side, making 
it a part of the ocean to be avoided, if pos­ 
sible. 
Th ■ southeast trades are much stionger 
and more constant than the northeast, 
which are, in fact, somewhat capricious, 
frequently showing breaks in their regu­ 
larity which it is hard to account for. 
I have, after experiencing 
very fair 
southeast trades, steamed entirely across 
the northeast trade-wind region, in the 
month :T May, without finding any wind 
at all to speak of. It is hard to explain 
w h y . on a given day, a vessel in this re­ 
gion should find good, steady trades, while 
on the same day another vessel a few miles 
east or west of the first, should encounter 
nothing but calms. 
The trade-wind regions are a delight to 
the mariner, l'ogs are seldom experienced, 
and gales rarely occur.

Liberty” is an octavo 400 
page volume by John M. Bonham. New 
V orb and London, G. P. Putnam s Sons; 
San Francisco, the Bancroft Company; 
In this clearly-debated essay Mr. Bonham 
deals with the subject of industrial liberty 
in a manner which is very different from 
any hitherto noticed. Aiming to keep in 
view principles rather than statistics, he 
makes an analysis of the salient political 
and industrial evils of our time, and meas­ 
ures, by fundamental rules, the departure, 
in some of our governmental and indas 
trial methods, from these principles. It is 
evident that he has endeavored, as far as 
possible, to make a dispassionate and an 
impersonal use of his materials. He does 
not assume that the work is anything more 
than elementary, an eilort rather to indi­ 
cate a line of inquiry than to attempt an 
exhaustive or even a comprehensive treat­ 
ment of the subject. Mr. Bonham be­ 
lieves that under the true laws of indus­ 
trial liberty the incentives for the acquisi­ 
tion of property and the security of its 
possession will be augmented. He holds 
that the tendencies of the mechanical 
power of modern civilization, and of cor­ 
porate power, is toward creation of class 
power, and their reflex tendency is towards 
socialism, agrarianism and communism, 
ail of which are interferences with the 
sanctity of individual political liberty. 
Mrs. Julia 1). Hoitt, Deputy Superintend­ 
ent of Public Instruction of California, has 
prepared a neat octavo volume entitle “Ex­ 
cellent Quotations for Home and School.”

Ancient physicians duly considered the 
doctrine of “ sym pathy” in their treat­ 
ment of sick persons. 
Patients suffering 
from small-pox were fed on lentils and 
rape seed, the grains ol these plants bein<r 
supposed to he “ in affinity ” with the 
marks of the disease. 
To eat hare was 
likely to engender a timid disposition. 
A 
diet of the brains of birds was thought to 
strengthen the memory. 
Some precious 
stones were considered to be in mystic sym­ 
pathy with their wearers or doners. 
T ie 
emerald lost its luster if the love of its 
giver waxed cold. The carbuncle paled in 
similar manner if its wearer fell into had 
health. 
It was by a knowledge of the 
doctrine of “ sym pathy” that the witch 
contrived her baneful spells. To destroy 
a living man or woman it was sufficient 
to model them in wax. and 
exi>ose the 
efligy to a fire, or stick it full of pins. 
Wasting sickness, or pains in that part 
of the living body which was pricked 
in the image, resulted from such practices. 
Hair, even when cut from the head, was 
still in such “ sympathy ” with its owr.er 
that to burn a lock was sufficient to injure 
its original producer. The custom of giv­ 
ing a lock of hair as a keepsake may have 
been a proof of confidence as well as a 
token of affection. 
Belief in “ sym pathy” 
was an integral part of the creed of the 
Rosicrucians. 
By the exercise of this 
power they professed to he able to bring 
“ the dead from beyond the seas,” and gold 
and jewels from the bowels of the earth. 
One of their number described a kind of 
sympathetic telegraph, which was to con­ 
sist in the transference of a piece of flesh 
f- om one human arm to that of another 
person. 
On this transferred surface the 
letters of tlie alphabet were painted, and 
the two individuals were then supposed 
to he able to communicate at any distance 
by touching these letters—a pressure on 
one arm hemg “ sym pathetically” commu­ 
nicated to the original owner of" the portion 
of flesh touched. Theautliorof “Iludibras” 
has alluded to a treatment of “ transfer­ 
ence,” and of the possible inconvenient 
effects that might follow its adoption. 
AVhat is the modem belief in the powers 
of t hought-re iders but a literal survival 
of the old doctrine of “sympathy?” Quite 
recently a thought-reader claimed to he 
able to detect where stolen property was 
concealed, by putting himself en rapport 
with the thief while the latter was men­ 
tally dwelling on the hiding-place of his 
ill-gotten goods. Those of us who are 
most incredulous regarding the powers of 
the thought-reader must often have been 
struck by the curious manner in which 
unspoken ideas can he communicated by 
one persoa to another without any outward 
sign. Strange, also, is the manner in 
which we are often attracted to entire 
strangers, “ as those we had known and 
loved before.” 
Plato’s doctrine of the 
dual soul has found favor in many later 
generations.—London Slaiulurd.

A n il S o m eth in g A b o u t T h o se W orn by 
M en . 
A reporter of the New Y’ork Press has 
been talking with a manufacturer of ladies’ 
shoes, aud here is the information he 
gained: 
“If you should say that ladies are wear­ 
ing all kinds of shoes, you would just about 
strike i t ; hut there is one tiling certain, 
much more sensible shoes are worn by wo­ 
men to-day than there were five years ago. 
The best selling shoe we have in all sec­ 
tions of the country, with one or two ex­ 
ceptions, is the New Y'ork medium toe. A 
shoe with this toe has a comfortable and 
yet natty appearance, and is usually fitted 
with an iuch-and-an-eighth heel, which is 
a comfortable higlit. 
Next in popularity 
to the New Y’ork medium toe is the Neiv 
Y’ork opera toe, which is more pointed at 
the end and has a heel one-quarter of an 
inch higher than the former. 
Either of 
these styles of shoe may or may not be 
adorned with the patent-leather tip, which 
has been so popular for the last year.” 
“ Where are the largest shoes worn ?” 
“ I suppose you will think I will say 
in Chicago, but I shan’t, for while in 
that city the sizes range from one to 
seven, in Boston there are very few No. 
l ’s sold, the prevailing numbers ranging 
between two and seven. 
Chicago women 
have been much maligned, and it is a 
fact that we send more large sizes East 
than to any other section of the countrv. 
New Y'orkers wear much slimmer shoes 
than are worn in any other city, and 
while we see more medium sizes, threes 
and threes and a half, for instance, right 
here some women wear as high as fives.

T rick s ot P h o to g ra p h y . 
There are various ways for providing 
surprising results in photography, things 
that in one age would have been called 
magic, hut in ours recognized as scientific 
tricks. 
The ghost picture, for instance, in 
which a shadowy ghost—through which 
material objects are visible—is seen be­ 
tween natural attitudes and occupations. 
This is produced by an almost instanta­ 
neous exposure of the figure that is to do 
duty as the ghost, followed by a full ex­ 
posure of the figures and properties that 
are to appear natural. 
Another novel 
trick was shown recently in a photograph 
reproduced by a prominent journal, which 
presented the photographer, seated at a ta­ 
ble, playing chess, with himself sitting on 
the opposite side of the table, while he 
himself stood up in the background look­ 
ing at his two selves playing. 
The figures were all on the negative, 
which was produced by three successive 
exposures of the plate, parts thereof being 
masked each time by a black velvet shut­ 
ter. Still another trick is that by which 
a -lerson who liked that sort of thing may 
apnear to he riding upon a flying goose or 
a fish or any other desired style of ridicu­ 
lous locomotion. This is done by the sub­ 
ject ho’ding upon his lap a huge piece of 
white or sky-tinted card with the tanciful 
figure drawn upon it. 
His face appears 
above the upper edge of the card and 
seems, in the picture, joined to the funny 
little body mounted on the goose or fish. 
The statue picture is made by about the 
same device.—Photographic Reeieicfor .Yo- 
rember.

■ as Via del Morti, the street of the dead, 
i Many years ago a beantifnl Italian Princess 
was sought in marriage by two nobles, 
Prince Goudi and 
Count" Aldobrandi. 
j whose palaces stand at either end of the 
' short and rrarrow street. 
The Prince was 
successful ia his suit, but in less than a 
year the beautiful young woman died, and 
her body was placed in the crypt beneath 
the cathedarl, the coffin and the iron door 
¡ of the vault being left open, as is still the 
custom in Tuscany, so that if the person 
thought dead comes to life lie may escape 
being buried alive. In the middle ot the 
night after the funeral Prince Gondi was 
startled by a knock at the outer door. The 
porter opened the door and a white figure 
grouped its way in. 
The porter fell in a swoon, and the 
Prince rushed to a chapel in the paihce 
and fell praying lie fore the altar, beseech­ 
ing protection against liis dead wife’s 
ghost. 
For days all Florence rang with 
the story of how Prince Goudi was haunted 
by life wife’s ghost, and the excitement 
gradually died away. 
When the porter 
swooned aud the Prince tied to his altar, 
the white figure slipped out of the house 
and went io that of her old suitor, Count 
Aldobrandi. 
There she knocked feebly, 
hut the porter was asleep, and the master 
of the house came to open the door. 
The 
Princess fell at his feet, and he lifted her 
up and called upon the women of his 
household to care for her. 
After a week 
had passed, no one knowing the facts, the 
Count applied to the patriarch of the ca­ 
thedral. and asked: “ Holy father, if a 
woman is declared dead and receives the 
sacred office of the church, returns to life, 
is repulsed by her husband, is hut received 
and taken care of by a friend'of her living 
days, who may claim her ?” 
The venerable priest said the question 
was so weighty that the Pope must answer 
it, and he replied that the one who had 
rescued her could claim her. 
It was soon 
announced that Count Aldobrandi would 
wed a noble lady long a stranger in Fie- 
renze, and he requested his friend Goudi 
to give away the bride, her parents not be­ 
ing present. 
At the appointed day, before 
the altar of a chapel in the duomo, the 
marriage took place. The question was 
asked ; 
“ Who gives this woman to he the 
wife of this man?” 
Prince Goudi stepped 
forward, hut not until he had taken her 
hand did he know that he was bestowing 
his own bride upon another. 
But his 
knowledge came too late. For years Count 
Aldobrandi and his wife lived happily to­ 
gether, and at this late day a descendant of 
Prince Goudi tells the story as a historical 
fact.

T h e A te ste E x ca v a tio n s. 
The recent publication of the full results 
of the excavations made on the site of the 
ancient Ateste, iu the province of Venice, 
during the years 18S1-6, reveals to us a dis­ 
tinct seat of ancient art in Italy, which 
flourished there from the fourth’ to first 
century 1?. C. 
Greece and not Etruria 
seems to have been the source whence it 
drew its first impulse and inspiration. 
Among the objects found on what, from a 
few architectural remains, is judged to 
have been a small temple, are eighteen 
bronze tablets hearing boustrophedon Eu- 
ganeau inscriptions, some of which reveal 
to us certain fetters in the alphabet of 
Venetiau palteograpliy unknown to us lie- 
fore, while some now fix the use of letters 
which were uncertain. 
Some eighteen 
votive nails cast in bronze and of pyra­ 
midal form, also bear regular inscriptions; 
hut there are 160 others inscribed only 
with letters, together with about a dozen 
stone pedestals also inscribed. 
The east 
bronze statuettes are quite different in 
style from some Gnvco-Roman statuettes 
found at the same time. The worked 
bronzes are cut with the chisel, chased 
with a graving tool, beaten out ivjxjusse 
work, or else pierced in open fret. 
They 
represent for the 
most 
part 
warriors 
clothed in tunics, with shield, crested hel­ 
met, lance and sometimes a trumpet. 
Women also appear, some of them carry­ 
ing the sacrificial basket. 
But the most 
remarkable sculptured bronzes represent 
ho,•semen with round or else oval shields, 
with hemlets crested, or else brimmed. 
The oldest coins found were barbarian 
counterfeit trioboli of Marseilles, of the 
second century B. C., and the latest Roman 
coins of Hadrian. 
From the number of 
bronzes and terracottas of similar rude and 
primitive style found scattered over the 
Venetian province, and as far as Trent, it 
is com luded they all came from a com­ 
mon center of manufacture at Ateste. 
W hile the language of the inscriptions is. 
strictly that of the Veneti, many of the 
objects found in tombs, and of the figures 
of warriors on swords and lances of the 
later period, attest the influence of their 
Gallic invaders in the second and first 
centuries B. C.— London A ntheiurum.

Abraham Lincoln, in his first canvass, 
was elected to the Presidency on Novem­ 
ber 6th, and t he session of Congress imme­ 
diately succeeding that event opened on 
December 3d. 
This was in 1860. 
No 
President has ever Been elected on Novem­ 
ber « th en ce 1860 except Benjamin H arri­ 
son, because election day in a Presidential 
year has never occurred on November 6th 
until this year. Tiie first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November in the years 
following i860 lias come on November 
6th in 1866, 1877, 1883 aad 1888, aud in 
these years Congress opened on December 
3d. 
But in none of these years, except 
this one, has a Presidential canvass taken 
place. 
The cycle which brings election day on 
November 6th..and the opening of the ses­ 
sion of Congrc-son December 3d, in Pres­ 
idential years, is ordinarily completed in 
28 years. 
That is to say, these things 
occurred in 18641 and 1832, as well as in 
3860 and 1888. 
They would occur again 
in 1916, and not before, were it not for a 
disturbing factor which here enters into 
the problem. 
Presidential years are gen­ 
erally leap years, and liaTe 366 days. The 
year 1900, however, at which date a Presi­ 
dential election takes place, will be an 
ordinary year of 365- days. 
In the Gre­ 
gorian calendar cent erial years not divis­ 
ible by four without a remainder, after 
striking oil the two right-hand figures, are 
not classed as leap years,, and tiierefore do 
not get the extra day given to the years 
preceding or succeeding which are re­ 
moved from them by four-year intervals. 
The year 1600 was a leap year, but neither 
1700 nor ISOOwas, nor will the year 1900 
be entitled to that distinction. 
The year 
2000) though, will he a leap year. 
For 
this reason the cycle which lias "just begun 
will not run on until 1916 .hut will close 
twelve years hence. 
A President will he 
elected on November 6th, and a Con­ 
gressional session will begin on December 
3d, in the year 1900, and these events will 
not take place in the same year before that 
ti»;e.—St. Louis tilobe-Demncrat.

LICENSING RAM BLING. 
A community owes it to itself to refuse 
to confess that its present inability to ac­ 
complish all it ought to, or that its tem­ 
porary failure to attain its ends will justify 
abandonment of the effort. No people 
commence at the right end of a line of re 
form, when they begin by fostering the 
evil of which reform is demanded. These 
are self-evident propositions. But we are 
told that ihe only remedy for the violation 
of the laws of the State prohibiting gam 
hling. is to abandon the laws, give rein to 
to the evil and collect under regulation a 
revenue from it. The reason advanced is 
that officials will not enforce the lawi 
against gaining, and here and there it is 
asserted feebly that they cannot, hut this 
latter excuse is answered by the examples 
of communities where the fact is that they 
can and do. The obvious response to the first 
excuse, however, is to lay the ax at the 
root of the tree and elect officials who can 
and will do their duty. To say that this 
cannot be done is to confess the failure of 
self-government. If in one, or two or a 
dozen trials failure results, the thing to do 
is to try again and keep at it until the evil 
that underlies and is away back of gam­ 
ing is removed. 
Despite these truths the plea is still ad­ 
vanced for surrender to the licensing de­ 
mand—and which, by the way, is every­ 
where -upported by the open and expressed 
wish of gamblers, a fact that in itself 
should cause instant rejection of the 
scheme, because no community can afford 
to frame laws upon the basis of the desire 
of the influence against which the laws 
are aimed. It is difficult to understand 
how any mind in harmony with the pro­ 
gressive spirit of the age, and the better 
tone o! civilization, can hold it to be wis­ 
dom to repeal the anti-gaming laws and 
advocate resort to a system that Europe, 
after decades of trials, here and there, 
is abandoning. Those who cling to the 
hope that the gambling laws of the State 
will e wiped out and license laws he sub­ 
stituted, may justas well abandon it; the 
people of the State of California will never 
consent to the erection of any such a 
policy, because they are not retrogressive 
in spirit or action, or returning to the level 
of the barbaric. 
Here we are devising ways and means, 
and laboring in every way business in­ 
genuity can suggest, to induce people at 
the East to come to this State, and build 
homes in this greatly favored region—how 
do the friends of “ gaming licenses" sup­ 
pose the conservative men and women of 
the East will look upon communities that 
license that which from their childhood 
they have becu taught to regard with ab­ 
horrence ? Experience teaches us that we 
canil..I more effectually repulse that ele­ 
ment than by adoption of the proposed 
policy. We know that as gaming is toler­ 
ated by Inaction of officials under the 
law, such people are even now turned 
from our doors, and many instances can he 
given of refusal to settle and invest in 
Sacramento for that among other reasons. 
If any doubt exists upou this head, let us 
put the que.-tion squarely to the next one 
hundred representative visitors who arrive 
from the East. But let it he admitted for 
argument’s sake that the spirit of gamine 
does exist, as does the spirit of many an­ 
other evil, and is ineradicable ; suppose it 
to be (- needed that men will stake their 
money at the gauiing table; that they will 
“ bet " on horse races, eieetioDS and dog 
fights; that they will seek out the green 
cloth 
11 secrecy, and indulge in a vice 
that . rings inevitable ruin ; does it prove 
that they will run less to evil by publicity 
of the temptation inseparable from legal­ 
izing the games now denounced by the 
law ? 
Nowhere in all history cau the finger lie 
put upon the record of experience that 
justifies the scheme to license the gaming 
table. How iias Nevada prospered under 
the legalized method ? In what direction 
have her communities growu under the in" 
Alienee of this cancer ? 
In 1840 the Government gave to the city 
of Homhurg the ojien gaming system for 
revenue. For thirty years the experiment 
was tried, but in 1870 the people of the 
kingdom were of one mind as to the evil 
and Prussia refused to longer license the 
gnniir.g table, and instead passed stringent 
statutes putting the games under the ban 
of the law. In 1800 Monaco abandoned 
her tí xation system, and turned to 
gaming licenses instead. 
After nearly 
twenty years of trial the scheme is about 
to be abandoned. The friends of the 
policy, towards which the San Francisco 
Chronicle indicates a leaning, will in vain 
search the world over for an instance in 
which licensing the gaming table has re­ 
sulted otherwise than in demoralization, as 
a chet k to progress, and a withering blight 
upon communities. 
Every premise the promoters of the 
legalizing scheme lay down may be 
granted, for the purpose of argument; the 
depravity of human nature be admitted; 
the dominance of the old Adam conceded ; 
the failure to condemn by law some forms 
of gaming; the corruption of officials ; the 
venality of those holding public trusts, 
and so on, and still it cannot be shown 
that communities will be bettered, the 
moral sense quickened, progress stimu­ 
lated, the State advanced, desirable popu­ 
lation attracted, vice decreased and Im­ 
morality lessened by legalizing that which, 
by the common verdict of mankind, the 
decrees of civilization and the instincts oi 
humanity, is pronounced wholly had, dan­ 
gerous and utterly demoralizing. 
Let us be consistent, if we legalize gam­ 
ing. It is conceded by every man that the 
gaming table brings thousands to ruin 
where burglary wrecks one ; the fatal vice 
of the die and the green cloth blasts the 
happiness of thousands of homes where 
housebreaking brings disgrace to one. Let 
us he consistent, therefore, and fortify the 
midnight robber with a license and derive 
a revenue from a tax upon the jiuimv and 
the cold-chisel. The reasoning advanced 
for the one scheme wiil support the other. 
It would withdrawn the inhibition against 
opium smoking; remove the law that in­ 
tervenes to prevent the sale of the fatal 
drug ; repe J most of the statutes upon 
the' Criminal C ode; blot out the laws 


against bribery and official corruption, and 
in their stead set up a regulation system 
under which, as happened in the decadence 
of the Roman Empire, hribing-hrokers do 
an open business of traffic in official cor­ 
ruption. 
Such reasoning, indeed, might 
just as well he advanced for the establish­ 
ment of a tax schedule for official pecula­ 
tion, to regulate the sale of legislative 
votes, or for the sale of privileges for 
criminal conspiracy, for Uceases to levy 
tribute upon the highway, or to cut a 
throat and snatch a purse. 


THE POPULAS VOTE. 
Kindly coasideration for the sensitive­ 
ness of the defeated suggests the charity of 
permitting the Democratic press to indulge 
in the consolation to be sucked from with 
ered fruit—it is constant nowadays in its 
iteration that General Harrison did not 
receive the popular vote in November. If 
this were true, strictly speaking, the char­ 
ity suggested might insure silence. But it 
is not true, in a right sense, for the “ pop­ 
ular vote” is not a factor known to our 
system; the laws give it no countenance; 
the electoral scheme is directly and pur­ 
posely framed to ignore it. If, however, it 
were worthy of consideration, it is suscep­ 
tible of proof that a jiopular vote was not 
had, because some hundreds of thousands 
of voters were deprived of their voting 
privilege. Had there been a tree ballot 
and a fair count everywhere in the States, 
it is known that a majority over all would 
have been cast for General Harrison; 
a total for his opponent that is arrived at 
by repression of part of the vote is not, 
therefore, entitled to the distinction of “ a 
popular vote.” One Democratic journal 
at hand works itself into a fury of indig­ 
nation over the question, and interroga­ 
tively exclaims, with tragic posing : “ Is 
this a popular Government, or is it not? 
Or is it only a confederacy of States ?” 
Had the Democracy achieved the end for 
which its greater parts struggled, this 
would have been but a confederacy of 
States ; as it is, it is dedicated a Nation— 
an indissoluble union of sovereign States. 
But the Democratic press was not so stirred 
when Polk, Buchanan and Cleveland were 
elected without receiving the “ popular 
vote,” so-called. It was the question then, 
as now, of the gored ox. Neither Polk, 
Taylor, Buchanan, Lincoln (1860), Gar­ 
field or Cleveland obtained half the popu­ 
lar vote. Out of the fourteen Presidents 
chosen since 1824 only five received a ma­ 
jority of all the votes of the people. Jack­ 
son, Van Buren, Harrison (\V. H.), Pierce 
and Grant only were not “minority” Pres­ 
idents. The vote for Mr. Cleveland was 
4,845,255 out of a total of 10,094,283, and 
his plurality was but 26,584. In the 
twenty-two States classified as Northern— 
for Missouri is no longer counted as a 
Southern State—General Harrison re­ 
ceived 
466,830 
more 
votes 
than 
Mr. Cleveland. In the sixteen States of 
the South, or the former slave States, 
Mr. Cleveland led General Harrison by 
574,266. If out of that fact the Demo­ 
cratic journals can extract any comfort 
they should be permitted to enjoy it ; but 
we suggest that they go into their closets 
with the morsel—-the country is tired of 
the “ twaddle ” about the popular vote. 
The nation will continue to live and 
thrive, yet it is almost as certain as that 
the sun will shine again, that no Presi­ 
dents will be chosen in the future by a 
popular vote, and that the electoral system 
will continue and be by the people pre­ 
served as the wise agency by which the 
power of the centers of population to rule 
the country will be held in check. 


NEW S FROM STANLEY 
The news is at hand that Stanley 
reached Emin Pasha last August and re­ 
turned 350 miles to his supply train, in­ 
tending to move it to Emin’s ca-qi, and 
that he was not, therefore, with tli. 'after 
when he was captured at Lado, as Osman 
Digna asserts. A still later dispatch says 
tl'.at Stanley took Emin Pasha back with 
him to his stores station on the Aruwimi. 
This is very gratifying, if true, and it is 
not unlikely. If Stanley reached Emin he 
must have found him confronted by such 
rebel strength that he could not possibly 
ad vanee down the Nile, nor yet hold his 
own in the provinces of which he is Gov­ 
ernor-General. To retreat would be the 
only thing left ; to do so in the direction 
of Albert Lake was not possible for lack of 
stores, and hence the return with Stanley 
to the mouth of the Aruwimi river, where 
Tippoo Tib, the influential ivory and 
slave dealer, whom Stanley, with masterly 
foresight, gained over bv making him sec­ 
ond in command, was iu charge of the 
stores. The only thing that creates some 
misgiving of the truth of these rejiorts is 
the fact that from the mouth of the Aru­ 
wimi to Emin’s camp at Wadtlai, Stanley 
had to march 350 miles with only such 
supplies as could be packed by a few Zan­ 
zibar carriers, through an unexplored re­ 
gion reported to be thick with forest 
swamps, where African fever was likely to 
assail any stranger, and through a country 
where hostile tribes, jealous of invasion of 
territory, roam ready to dispute the way. 
Indeed, Sir John Kirk, British Consul- 
General at Zanzibar, declared when Stanley 
chose his route, that the passages from the 
Congo by Mobangi or Biyerre were “ im­ 
possible.” If, however, he made the pas­ 
sage northeastward, Stanley must have 
discovered the route to be not nearly so 
difficult as has been supposed, for the dis­ 
patches say his party was in excellent 
health and good spirits. 
But if these gratifying reports are not 
true, and Osman Digna is not the liar they 
tend to prove him, there is still consola­ 
tion in the news that in the fight on 
Thursday before Suakirn Osman Dlgna's 
nephew and several rebel officers were 
taken prisoners. Assuming Digna's report 
of Emin Pasha’s capture to tie verity and 
that the prisoner still lives, the nephew 
and rebel officers can be held as hostages 
for Emin’s safety. There are at least enough 
of conflicting reports to justify entertain^ 
meat of the strong hope that Stanley and 
Emin Pasha (Dr. Schnitzer) are both safe. 


DISPOSING OF ORPHANS 
It has come to light, say Ohio papers, 
that Eastern orphan asylums have been 
sending their wards to the West to work 
in factories. In Ohio, it is alleged, a prin­ 
cipal field is found for this kind of labor, 
and in that State a vigorous opposition to 
has developed. 
An Ohio law prohibits 
farming out child-labor under certain 
years, and another 'aw requires all chil­ 
dren between given ages to be sent t« 
school a stipulated number of weeks 
annually. 
Both of these laws, how­ 
ever, have been so much violated, 
and so little enforced, that they have lost 
much of their vitality. There is no law in 
that State prohibiting the importation of 
children from another State to go to serv­ 
ice, nor should there be. The Ohio people 
show an undue sensitiveness in demanding 
a law of that character. It is a beneficent 


branch of reformatory and asylum work 
that finds homes and opportunities for child 
wards to learn useful trades—but always it 
should be carried on with an eye to the 
physical ability and the education and 
the general well-being of the child. We 
are gradually getting away from the asy­ 
lum as a place of confinement, as also from 
that other ancient system of raising the 
orphan in the immediate community iu 
which the asylum is located. The better 
plan, and one that is wisely coming more 
and more into vogue, is to find for home­ 
less ones homes in somewhat distant 
sections, the institutions that sends them 
out keeping an eye upon them until of 
age, solicitous to see that their rights are 
conserved, and that the contract made for 
them is strictly and humanely observed. 
By this means the children are placed in 
homes where the surrounding influences 
are beneficial; they are secured opportu­ 
nities to learn trades and vocations, and 
thus become equipped with capital of 
which they cannot he deprived. In the 
juvenile reformatories of the East, too. the 
plan is coming into general adoption of 
sending youths into a new social and in­ 
dustrial atmosphere and removing them 
from a semi-prison into a community 
where no reproaches can attach to them and 
all the avenues for advancement and 
leading to an industrious and honest man­ 
hood are open to them. 
If, however, the introduction of any of 
the children Into iarge factories has been 
practiced, and of placing them where they 
are deprived of home influences and moral 
and physical kindly supervision of a 
parental character and of putting them to 
labor at too tender an age or at a sacrifice 
of common school instruction, then the 
practice has become evil, and the original 
idea of exportation lias been departed 
from. Neither Ohio nor any other State 
should object to the immigration to their 
communities of children who are wanted 
to learn trades and business habits and 
who will have good homes. Orphanage is 
no stigma, nor is child-labor, within the 
limits of wisdom, objectionable. 
Unless 
there was a demand for these wards of 
asylums to enter apprenticeship, assuredly 
the East could not export them. Cer­ 
tainly, also, the managers of our asylums, 
who are nearly always humane, philan­ 
thropic, and controlled by hoards of men 
and women of profound sympathies and 
exceeding sensitiveness to wrong, and 
anxious to do the very best that is possible 
for their wards, can he trusted not to farm 
out orphan children to undue tasks or sub­ 
mit them to non-beneficial conditions. 


T h e sensational story of a plot to assas­ 
sinate General Harrison is not worthy of 
belief, for there could he no sufficient actu­ 
ating motive. The circulation of such 
“yarns” is damaging to the country and 
will tend to give us a reputation abroad as 
unenviable as that attaching to the Russia 
of the present and the France and Spain of 
the past. The story runs that a well-laid 
plot to take the life of Harrison was ar­ 
ranged by a gang of bloodthirsty villains, 
and that an attempt to execute their das­ 
tardly designs was made one day last 
week, but that the fearful scheme was dis­ 
covered by one of Harrison’s nearest 
friends and thwarted. But why should “a 
gang of bloodthirsty villains,” or any 
other kind conspire to kill General Har­ 
rison ? He has not crossed a path that his 
removal by assassination would clear of 
any obstacles. He has punished no ene­ 
mies, disappointed no friends. 
Why 
should anyone, therefore, seek to take his 
life. Neither politically could there be 
any motive, for no political party could 
gain anything by his death. Gangs of 
villains do not go about cutting throats 
without some reason for it. In this story 
no possible motive is suggested, and none 
can be fancied. The sensation is, there­ 
fore, fit only to be stigmatized as a piece of 
silly lying originating, as is more than 
likely, in the fuddled brain of some shal­ 
low newspaper sensationalist. 
Since the foregoing was used the news 
is at hand that the family of General Har­ 
rison has pronounced the story to be, as 
above indicated, a canard ; worse a lie, out 
of the whole cloth. The fellow who orig­ 
inated and set it afloat ought to lie hunted 
out and held up to public scorn. 
Mr. G eo r g e W. Ca b l e in his recent 
lecture in Chicago declared that the “na­ 
tion cannot afford a suppressed vote.” That 
is a new hut forcible way of putting an 
important question. 
Mr. Cable does not 
contend that ignorance should rule in the 
South, hut that justice shall he so done 
that the majority will he taught to rule 
by “the right to rule according to the su­ 
perior fitness of their ruler, and their fit­ 
ness determined, not by themselves or any 
arbitrary power, not by inheritance, not 
by station nor by race, but by the verdict 
of the people to he ruled as to who is best 
fitted for doing the ruling.” Mr. Cable 
insists that the country must “ask of the 
South if it is goiDgto adhere to the princi­ 
ples of the days of slavery or apply itself 
to the enforcement of the doctrines of 
American Government." 
Mr. Cable is a 
Southerner, has proved himself a friend of 
the South and an opponent of the vote 
repression system. He believes that time 
and intelligence will qualify the negro 
voter of the South very speedily, and he 
contends warmly for the removal of all 
obstacles that keep the voter from the 
polls, because they mean his enslavement 
to ignorance for an indefinite period. 


T h e New York Herald assumes solici­ 
tude that the Republican party should 
carry its demand for a free ballot and a 
fair count into all sections, and begin its 
mission of reformation in its own strong, 
holds. The Republican party does not 
look to its enemies for advice. The Herald 
did all it could to defeat the party and 
prevent its platform declarations from be­ 
ing carried into the policy of the country; 
it cannot, therefore, lie deemed sincere in 
its apparent hot haste for reformation. 
The Republican party, it will find, did not 
frame its code of principles for a section, 
hut for the country. It has always proved 
equal to any emergency, and is not likely 
to fail now. It is pledged to electoral re­ 
form wherever the need is, and that it will 
prove true to its obligations there is no 
reason whatever to doubt. That it will 
not speedily accomplish all it desires, is 
probable; but that it will fail to make an 
honest effort, is improbable. 


In the Boston school election the Pro­ 
testants and Catholics united on one can­ 
didate—Rabbi Schindler. 
At this the 
Jewish people are greatly pleased, for the 
Rabbi was almost unanimously elected. It 
testifies to the belief on the part of both 
contestants that in the Jewish clergyman 
they had found a judge absolutely impar­ 
tial, and in whom both could repose per­ 
fect trust that he would decide the issue 
between them fairly, and determine what 
the expression should he in school history 
concerning the origin, scope and work of 


the inquisition. This Jewish doctor of 
the law stands so far removed from cither 
side of the controversy and so indifferent 
to the partisanship of either, that his 
election is a verdict in favor of his entire 
competency to act independently of feel­ 
ing or the prejudices of education and 
faith on the particular question that 
brought about the contest. 


LETTER FROM TRINITY COUNTY. 


Sen a to r E dm un ds’ resolution enters 
the protest of the United States against 
any European Government having any 
connection with the construction of the 
Panama or any other American Isthmus 
canal. There can be no doubt entertained 
of its passage. The R ecord-U n io n some 
days ago expressed the opinion that if the 
movement in France to extend a protecto­ 
rate over the canal route took official form 
the Government of the United States 
would he expected by its people to at once 
rebuke the effort. But it does not appear 
that the French President or the Senate 
or the Chamber of Deputies is disposed to 
act as certain French sensationalists would 
like to have them in this matter. France 
has not shown a disposition to elbow us 
concerning the canal, and no trouble con­ 
cerning it need he anticipated. 


T h e detailed reports of the battle before 
Suakin on Thursday prove that the Eng­ 
lish officers have at last infused the fight­ 
ing spirit into the Egyptian soldiery. 
Heretofore the Khedive’s troops have been 
almost worthless, and in the first Soudan 
campaign were actually hindrances. Lord 
Wolseley expressed the opinion on his re­ 
turn to England in 1884 that it would be 
impossible to take and hold the Soudan 
without the aid of a native army organ­ 
ized after the English fashion, and by drill 
and handling given staying qualities. Sir 
Evelyn Wood, the English Major-General, 
was intrusted with the task of reorganiza­ 
tion, and he succeeded so that it begins to 
to look as if the English might retake the 
Soudan and hold it. 
We have been told for years that the 
presence of women at the polls meant in­ 
sult and indignity to them. Seventeen 
thousand citizens of that sex voted in Bos­ 
ton this month, and in not one case was 
there anything but the most respectful 
treatment of the women. The men of 
Boston are uot more gallant, do not esteem 
women more, nor are they more conscious 
of the obligation to he courteous towards 
them than the men of any other consider­ 
able city of the Union. It follows that 
the old caw that women would be ill- 
treated at the polls was but the fear of 
those who did not credit men with respect 
for women. 


T h e interest the Democratic journals 
take in the formation of General Harri­ 
son’s Cabinet is amusing. If we are to be­ 
lieve these exponents of Democratic opin­ 
ion their party is deeply agitated over the 
appointments. The Boston Globe, for in­ 
stance, indulges itself in leaders to express 
the hope that General Harrison will not 
slight some of the foremost men of the Re­ 
publican party. It does not seem to reflect 
upon the fact that the foremost Republi­ 
cans have never looked to the Globe to 
champion the cause, and that its solicitude 
in their behalf now is nothing more than 
amusing. 
Says the Cleveland Leader: “ The laws 
against bribery are not as severe as they 
should be. This is especially true in re­ 
gard to the Federal laws, which provide 
against corruption in the elections of 
Representatives and President.” The laws 
are well enough—it is of their non-enforce­ 
ment we have most cause to complain. 
Give us officials who do not fear to do 
their duty and even a weak law becomes a 
terror to the corruptionist. 


T w en t y-F iv e Congressional district re­ 
turns from the South show that the aver­ 
age opposition to the Democratic candi­ 
dates was but 20 votes to a district, while 
the average total vote per district was 
3,746. This is what is meant by solidity 
of the South, i. e., repression of the inde­ 
pendence of spirit that prompts a voter to 
choose some other than a Democratic 
candidate. 


B urglars a t B righton. 
Thursday night about 12 o'clock the 
wife of Thomas Waite, of Perkins, was 
awakened by hearing footsteps in her room. 
No sooner bad she opened her eyes than 
she saw the figure of a man, who at the 
same time blew out the lamp, which was 
still lighted in the room, on account of 
sickness in the house. She called to her 
husband, informing him of what she saw, 
and he, armed with a chair, proceeded to 
investigate. The servant was awakened, 
and, lighting a lamp, both made a thorough 
search of the house, but discovered no one. 
The servant had no sooner retired than she 
heard a noise in the kitchen, and creeping 
out m the dark she saw the burglar 
crouched behind the stove. She informed 
Mr. Waite, who, having no firearms in the 
honse, ran across the road to call the Con 
stable, but, of course, before the officer ar­ 
rived the man had made his escape. He 
gained access to the house hytei ring the wire 
screen on one of the windows and unlocking 
it. Mr. Waite says, however, that he might 
have walked right in any of the doors, as 
none of them were locked. Nothing was 
taken. 


San F ra n cisco F le ctio n F ra u d s. 
Stuart Taylor, the Naval Officer of the 
port, said to a Chronicle reporter yesterday : 
“ I am asbamed of the result of the re­ 
count now proceeding. The systematic 
frauds that have been brought to light are 
a discredit to the Democratic party. I sav 
tbis because I am a stanch Democrat, yet I 
cannot shut my eyes to the fact that so long 
as the party is run by persons who are actu­ 
ated throughout by mercenary motives, and 
not in any way influenced by patriotism, 
so long will discredit and dishonor be laid 
at its door.

Then the papyrns came into 
vogue, and about the eighth century the 
papyrus was superseded 
by parch- i 
men’t. 
The first approach 
to the 
pen was a stylus—a kind of iron ; 
bodkin—but the’ Romans forbade its use I 
on account of its frequent and even fatal i 
use in quarrels, and then it was made of 
bone. Subsequently reeds pointed and 
split, like pens of the present day, were 
used, and in time they were replaced by 
[>ens of steel and gold. 
A heavy application of poultry manure 
on places"infested with Canada thistles is 
said to be effective, as the manure is too 
strong for the young plants. Such is the 
txnerience of a Wisconsin farmer. 


Tem perature of Llvlcg Koouis. 
There is a change of late years in the 
winter heat of American homes. With 
almost universal substitution of better 
forms of heaters for old time stoves, and 
better understanding of ordinary health 
law by the people, has come a cooling 
down of the suffocating temperature that 
made our homes dry forcing houses and 
sent our fieople out into wintry cold about 
as well fitted to face it as if they were 
naked. Except in rooms where sick are 
or aged persons, mercury should never rise 
above 70 degrees nor fall below 65 de­ 
grees. A narrow range truly, hut within 
such strict limits lies the zone of health. 
Foreigners coming here in cold weather 
used to find our houses insupportably hot, 
and more than one visiting medical man 
has said to me: “Now I see one of the 
causes at work to produce American nerv­ 
ousness.”— Dr. Hutehin.mn in American 
Magazine. 
Rough Nurses. 
The poor have a naked directness about 
their remarks which would astonish sensi­ 
tive people. A foolish nurse once bent 
over the bed of a very nervous woman and 
said to me in an awe-struck voice: “Do 
you think she will recover, sir ?” Going 
up some very narrow stairs to see a young 
man who was seriously ill, his mother re­ 
marked to me: “These stairs are very 
awkward, sir—very bad tor getting a corpse 
down.” It may comfort the reader to 
know that the patient was much too dull of 
perception to lie hurt by the unpleasant 
suggestion.—Chambers’ Journal.

An Undeveloped but Growing: Section of Í 
th e State—Discovery of Coal, Etc. 
H ay F ork (Trinity co.l, Dec. 10, 1888. 
Eds. H k c o r d-U n io n : If ere I am again, 
j in “O il Trinity.” taking observations of 
j tiie progress and improvements going on in 
the “Northern Citrus Belt.” We are now 
rapidly approsching winter weather, which 
I have found thus far very similar to the 
Sacramento valley—except that there are 
no cold north winds here. I also note the 
absence of the mud of the lower valleys 
after a rain. The temperature of the last 
two weeks lias been from 30° to 50°, previ­ 
ous to which we had a few cold mornings, 
with icicles eighteen inch«s long hanging 
from the Hnmosof the ditches, with temper­ 
ature at 20°. At noon it would reach 60°. 
This valley has wonderful resources at 
hand, and with the application of muscle 
and the expenditure ot money will he one 
of the gems of Northern California in a 
few ytars. I find a lack of energy on the 
part of some of the “ oldest inhabitants.” 
They put their lights "under a bushel,” 
and the lays of light do not penetrate be­ 
yond. Not so wub all the residents, as 
many of them would be a credit to any of 
the Souihern “ hoom" districts. I have 
seen as tine winter apples here as any that 
come from Oregon, and in a few years the 
latter o.iiotiv will find a formidable rival 
in the unuitain .fistricts of Northern Cali­ 
fornia Walter Jam. s took a load of apples 
to Red Bluff a week ago, and sold mem 
readily at three cents per pouDd. If ibt-y 
had been put up in boxes, instead of being 
carried loose in the wagon, and had becu 
picked from the irets instead of being 
shaken off, they would have brought at 
least four cents per pound. 
This country producís potatoes and al­ 
falfa to perfection, and is t airly good for 
wheat and other cereals. The foothills are 
well adapted for the successful raising of 
fruits—particularly apples and pears, and, 
I think, many of the more hardy varieties 
of the grape family would do well here. 
W. W. Shock showed me a few vines of 
the "Flame Tokay” on my previous visit 
that would be a credit to any locality. 
This county is coming to the front rap­ 
idly as a stock county, and Ihe man is for­ 
tunate that gets a title to a good range be­ 
fore it is too late. The lands of ihe great 
valleys have become s> valuable for agri­ 
culture, that cattle have to lake a hack seat, 
while np here good ranges can still be had 
for from $3 to $5 for acre. Those that are 
fixed for winter feeding will probably get 
nine or ten cents per pound tor their beef 
before the firs: of April next, as it is un­ 
derstood that al t r ti e m- untain cattle are 
all gone the marked will oe short of “por­ 
terhouse steaks” and prime “rib roasts.” 
st o k e c a l d is c o v e r y . 
The country has been in a “ foment ” for 
the iast month over the discoveiy of new 
beds of coal, and prospectors and locators 
have “ no files on their coat-tails.” Several 
fine prospects have been recently discov­ 
ered that stands the working tests of the 
blacksmith's forge, and when the veins are 
developed will yield bonanzas to their 
fortunate owners:’ O ::i had been known 
:o exist heie for a number of years, hut re­ 
ceived only little atieution until the last 
fsw weeks. 
OLD MIKING CAMPS 
I recently visited the ancient mining 
camp of Douglas City, on Trinity river, and 
as 1 looked upon the vacant,’dilapidated 
dwellings and business houses, 1 was re­ 
minded of Goldsmith's description of the 
“ D ‘scried Village.” The ctrap was started 
during the summer of 1858, and the busi­ 
ness of the place was done by 5 general 
merchandise stores, 2 dry goods stores, 1 
drug store, 1 meat market, 1 blacksmith 
and wagon shop and 2 hotels. The three 
precincts of the camp formerly polled 298 
votes. They now poll about 60. The 
floods of December, 1861, came along and 
the river rose to a bight of 60 feet above 
low water, and cleared the river of all 
bridges, wheels, etc., so that up to the pres­ 
ent time there is not a single permanent 
bridge cu the entire stream. The county 
voted at the last election to issue bonds and 
build bridges across the river at Douglas 
City and Trinity Center, so that in course 
of » year it will be possible to make the 
trip through the county from north to 
south at any season of the year, instead of 
from July to January, as at present. 
THE PRECINCT OK HAY FORK 
Polled ninety-one votes at the late election, 
a gain of fifty per cent, in the last two 
years. The county is about evenly divided 
politically, and the election of a mixed 
ticket was the result this fall. The busi­ 
ness houses of the town are as follows: 
Two hotels, one general merchandise store, 
one blacksmith and wagon shop combined, 
two saloons, and one flour mill with one 
run of burr stones. There are several good 
carpenters in the place. The town boasts 
of an excellent public school-house, with 
tower and bell, and a good school eight 
months in the year. Among the present 
needs of the place are—a good, modern 
flouring mill, in connection with a 
general merchandise store, with ample 
capital to retain at least 75 per cent, of the 
trade of the valley ; a sawmill, with plan­ 
ing mill attached; some one with suf­ 
ficient capital and energy to manufacture 
brick and lime. After all these things 
come we will have new life, and will be 
correspondingly happy.

U nion found M. S. F lynn, City Scale Bug 
Inspector, essinining some orange trees at 
Eleventh and L streets. The trees were in 
the yard o f Jo h n B lair. 
‘‘These are all 
right,” remarked the inspector, ‘‘and so are 
those next door, belonging to A. L. H art. 
The scale is well distributed throughout 
the city, and in m any instances the trees 
have been cut down and bnm ed, in order 
to exterm inate the vermin. 
th e y do not 
confine themselves to any particular kind 
of tree, bnt over thirty varieties are affected. 
They are found on alm ost every variety of 
rose bush, and seem particularly fond of 
dahlias. I have found scale on over.thirtv 
varieties of dahlia, and I was 3om ew hat 
surprised to-day to find them on the ivy.” 
H e took from a little tin box in his pocket 
an ivy leaf, the underside of which was 
literally covered with the scale. 
‘‘In order to show you how widely spread 
these insect pests are, and the localities in 
w hich they are the m ost num erous, I will 
give you the result of m y inspections : On 
C aires: two yards. I) three, E eighteen, 
F twenty-five, G forty-eight, H fifty-two, 
I thirty-tight, J twelve, K sixteen, L thirty. 
M eight, N seven, O seven. South of O 
street the shrubbery seems to be entirely 
free from the pest. 
On the cross streets, 
Seventh eight, E ighth six, N inth eieht,

tw enty-three, 
E leventh 
twelve, 
Tw elth seven, Thirteenth five, Fourteenth 
six, Fifteenth three, Sixteenth five, Seven­ 
teenth nine.

cesses “ The Yeom en” will never reach the 
level of their popularity. It has not the tone 
that catches the public ear and fixes itself 
in mem ory. 
Probably not one in ten who 
heard it last night can to day cleatlv recall 
a single air in it. 
Y et it has m uch charm ­ 
ing music, some melodic graces that are de­ 
lightful, some strong choruses and some 
pathetic passages full of feeling. As it is 
not a satire, not a "rap” at public follies 
and official stupidity and red tapeism, nor 
a clever caricature of popular follies, it 
failed to come up to w hat Mr. Gilbert has 
educated the public to expect of him in 
librettos. 
But Gilbert's work is better tbau 
Sullivan’s, and the plot and its manage­ 
m ent are clever, witty, and altogether origi­ 
nal.

It may be one or two leaders of fashion 
in Philadelphia, who, after using their 
elegant garments once, turn these over to 
pawnbrokers or the “ old clo’ ” dealers of 
South or Bainbridge street, but that any 
great number, either of New York or 
Philadelphia women, donate their finery 
to poor relatives, charity or junk shop 
keepers is simply absurd. 
Many theatrical costumers, through the 
servants of rich people, learn when they 
have elegant garments to dispose of, and 
find means of approaching fine folks and 
buy them at prices ridiculously small, it is 
true, but more nearly approximating their 
real value than any that would be offered 
by pawnbrokers or second-hand dealers of 
the delectable localities above 
named. 
Many leading ladies and gentlemen of the 
stage (to say nothing of the lesser lights 
thereof, who are advertised as appearing 
nightly in the exquisite creations of Worth 
or other law-givers of fashion in Paris) 
thus become the fortunate possessors of 
very elegant dresses. 
Some of the women of fashion, who are 
said to have new external outfits thrice for 
e ery day in the year, are the wives and 
daughters of hard-working 
professional 
men, or of men engaged in a "hand to 
mouth” business and daily straggle to 
meet the obligations such business entails. 
The way iu which the fine dressing is ob­ 
tainable in many instances by ladies who 
are not possessed of inexhaustible gold 
mines, or “bonanza husbands” or fathers, 
is simply, according to one of their num­ 
ber, as follows: 
They have arrangmentswiih modistes in 
leading cities, whereby in consideration of 
25 per cent, advance on the selling cost of 
costumes they may need, obtain an im ­ 
mense variety of garments, with the un­ 
derstanding that they are not to be worn in 
the city where they are first manufactured 
or exhibited, and are returned unsoiled 
after once wearing. 
Philadelphia ladies 
leave their measures with prominent New 
York houses, who send to their order the 
gowns they w ish, knowing their style and 
tastes. 
Thus they are frequently as new 
to their wearers as to the society in which 
their beauty is first publicly shown. 
New 
York women have, we are told. the.same 
understanding with some 
Philadelphia 
houses. 
This is an entirely legitimate and reason­ 
able explanation of how fine dresses are 
disposed of after being onee worn, and. be­ 
ing given by a lady who knows, it is likely 
to be true ; at any rate, it is more in har­ 
mony with the eternal fitness of things 
than either the poor relations, the mission­ 
ary, the pawnbroker or junk shop theory 
of disposing of garments onoe worn, and 
still quite fresh and uninjured.—-Leisure

anti asked that it be discussed in a broad 
and generous way. 
In justice to Mr. 
Boschke, he said that gentlemen had no 
ax to grind, and was not seeking any po­ 
sition. 
He was an engineer in the employ 
of the United States Government, and had 
been since 1848. 
E. K. Alsip nominated for Chairman of 
the meeting W illiam Johnston, of Rich­ 
land, who was unanimously elected. On 
taking the Chair Mr. Johnston thanked the 
meeting for th : honor conferred, 
lie un 
derstood that the meeting was a prelimi­ 
nary one for the purpose of efftc ing a per­ 
manent organization. 
G. G. Pickett was elected Secretary, 
The Chairman called upon Mr. Boschke 
to explain to the mec'ing his pian for the 
relief of the river, which that gentleman 
did by the aid of a map. showing all the 
data. His address covered the same ground 
as his report to the Board oí Trade, which 
was published in full in the Recoru-Uniox 
on December 12 h. H e stated that it was 
simply his desire to ouiline a general plan 
to relieve the river; all the details could be 
left for the engineers who would have 
charge o f the work. 
It was proposed to re­ 
lieve the river not only of its flood-water, 
but at the same time to reclaim some 500,­ 
000 acres of tule laud. The expense of 
building the 300 miles of ievee required 
would not exceed a million and a half dol­ 
lars. and he thought the owners of the tule 
lands would raise that money. 
Dr. G. M. Dixon of Sacramento called 
upon civil engineer C. E. Grunsky io give 
his views. 
Mr. Grunsky addressed the 
meeting 
briefly, referring members for his views to 
the article containing them published in 
the R ecokd-Ukion yesterday morning, and 
toa report lately written by Mr. Manson, 
Chief Engineer of the State’Board of Har­ 
bor Commissioners. 
He said that he had 
no plan to propose, but he had no doubt of 
the feasibility of taking care of the flood 
wafers. 
The chief difficulty was legisla­ 
tive and the difficulty of harmonizing indi­ 
vidual interests. 
T. VV. Sheehan said that the proposition 
seemed feasible, if there was a sufficient 
outlet for the water at the point where >t 
was proposed to have the relief caual empty 
into the river at the junction of Cache 
slough, Steamboat slough and Old river. 
He asked Mr. Grunsky if the outlet from 
Rio Vista down could be widened and 
deepened sufficiently to carry off the water. 
Mr. Grunsky replied that it undoubtedly 
could. There was no question about that. 
“ But will it be done? asked the Chair­ 
man. 
Mr. Sheehan said that if that channel 
could be deepened and widened so as to 
carry all the water, that wouldend the idea 
o f going through the Montezuma hills. 
_ O. A. Lovdal, George Ohleyer and Mr. 
King propounded various questions to Mr. 
Grunsky as to the effect of reducing the 
volum e of water. 
The latter stated lhat 
according to Captain Eads the more the 
river was confined the greater its scouring 
capacity. 
Mr. Grunsky replied that Captain Eads 
was right, so long as the water con id be 
confined. 
It was not proposed io have less 
water running in the river. 
A proper 
treatment of the river would result in keep­ 
ing twice as much water in it as there is 
now, and instead of a further accumula­ 
tion of debris, the river wouid be scoured 
out.

to your Board that there has never been a more 
impOitant matter brought to the attention of the 
people of the Bacratui nto valley than t h e e ,li­ 
tro! of the Hood waters o f the Sacramento river. 
The outlet system is by no m eans new. 
a s a 
member of the Legislature of 1867-3, in present­ 
ing the laud bill that passed that by, I suggested 
that a genera! plan of reclam ation should be 
adopted by the Sta e, and that w hile partial 
reclamation should be permitted bv the lan-j- 
owDers, they should work to the system, so that 
in the end ¡di the work would be valuable, and 
a system completed. I then suggested the outlet 
theory, but there was r.o uvai'able data on 
which to base a p ail. .Some member, imbued 
w ith the importance o f the matter, introduced» 
bill, appointing a Commission composed of J. 
W. Bost, Amos Mathews and m vself, to report 
plans to ih e next Legislature. There was no 
appropriation made to pay expenses, and the 
other two members declined to do anything. 
At my own expense I had survey? and maps 
made on which to base s< m e plan-, and esti 
mates. The large map then m ade I have pre- 
srnted to .Mr. Grunsky to hand to you. 
The re­ 
port was made to the Legislature iii 1863-70, w -s 
printed, and I suppose copies m aybe found in 
the oilice o f the Feeretary or State. As w ill be 
seen by the map, an outlet eaun! was recom­ 
mended, com m encirg just below the town of 
Princeton, on the east side ot the river, and ex ­ 
tending down through the center o f the low 
lands of Colusa and Sutter counties to the river 
at Gray's bend, just above the mouth of the 
Feather The canal then was to extend through 
the Yolo.basin. and across a narrow neck of the 
Montezuma h ills between Linda slough and 
Nurse slough—tee latter putting into Suisuu 
bay teveral m iles north o f the mouth of the 
river. 
Twenty years of subsequent observation and 
study have modified m y view s but little. 
I 
would now, perhaps, take out a canal on the 
west side o f the river som ewhere w ithin a few 
m iles o f Colusa—up the river. Take the waters 
that escape through Butte slough ou thro gh 
the .-utter basin and aer. ss the river as above ; 
and then carry a canai Rcross the tule from 
opposite the mouth of the American river. 
At. these outlets would, of course, have to 
be 
provided -w ith 
gate-wavs. 
the 
river 
leveed, and the water in winter be carried up to 
a danger lin e to m ake the river scour out. 
* ’thenvise there would he ba*s form be'ow each 
outlet, aud the carrying capacity ot the river 
would be-eurtailed and navigation impaired. It 
is hardly believed uecersarv, how-ever, to dis­ 
cuss the details o f the outlet’ system. Thst has 
been discussed for i he last twenty t ears. I w ilt 
observe, how ever, that the id. a of throw ing the 
Sood w ateis o f the river back into the river 
through Cache slough Is entirely out o f the 
que.’tion. 
In a state of nature the flood waters 
flow out through the Yolo basin, carrom, so to 
speak, ou the Monteznma bills, flow into, aenrss 
and up the Sacramento, causing a back-water or 
cheek in the current np as far as Sacramento.

F U R T H E R DISCUSSION. 
Mr. Bcschke was questioned further in 
regard to his plan. 
Mr. Alsip raised the 
question of the scouring capacity of the 
river if the. water could be confined. 
Mr. 
Boschke said that was all right if they 
could hold the river, but experience had 
proven that they conid not do it, because 
the liver was constantly sh if ing from one 
place to another. The surplus waters did 
no servio* in scouring but were destructive 
as soon as they were beyond control. 
In 
regard to the cost of the work, he stated 
that k.e had Dot made an exact estimate. 
His idea was to build levees foityfeetat 
the base, twenty leet on top and nine feet 
high, which would be ten cubic yards to 
e»ch running foot. Three hundred miles 
is about a million and a half feet. 
Allow­ 
ing 10 cents per cubic yard it would amount 
To §1.501,000.’ 
Mr. Alsip called attention to Mr. Green’s 
statement that it t,«e outlet oi the canal 
was at Cache slough it wouid back up the 
the w ater in the Sacramento river. 
Mr. Boschke replied that he appreciated 
Mr. Green’s suggestion because he knew 
that gentleman had given the subject much 
attention, out he insisted that he had des­ 
ignated the propet piac” for the outlet. 
That was ihe point where the debris ongbt 
to be intercepted and removed. Tiiere was 
no doubt that the 
United States Gov­ 
ernment would attend to that when once 
the people of the State took action in re 
gard to the surplus water. 
The material 
could be taken out and deposited ou Bran­ 
non and Sherman islands and would be 
beneficial to them. 
The proposition to go 
through the Monfezuma hills was im ­ 
practicable on account of the immense 
cost, and had been reporte 1 against by the 
Commissioners appointed to investigate it. 
A. H. Rose asked how high it would be 
necessary to build the levee. 
Mr. Boschke 
replied that the average would he nine 
feet and the extreme height twenty feet. 
Mr. Sheehan asked Mr. Boschke if he 
would stake his reputation, as an engineer, 
that the outlet from Rio Vista down to 
Suisun bay would be sufficient to carry the 
water. 
“ Yes,” replied Mr. Boschke, “ provided 
my proposition is carried ont to deepen be­ 
tween the banks of the Sacramento river, 
so that it can carry that water, which it 
originaily really did. 
From Rio Vista 
down to Carquinez straits is a catch basin 
of debris, either brought down there by the 
natural waste of the entire watershed or by 
the artificial deposit from the mining 
debris. There is the place where you 
ought to intercept nit this debris, and the 
advantage this locality has over all others 
is that when you remove it by artificia! 
means yon have got the ground on Bran- 
nan and Sherman islands to deposit it 
upon. 
Taking it out once will not do. 
It 
will accumulate again, and will have to be 
kept clear. 
H. 0 . Beatty addressed the Convention 
at length, favoring the plan of Mr Boschke, 
if it couid be carried out, but believing 
that it couid not be, on account of the eosi. 
he thought that two smaller canals couid 
be made that would give a great deal of re­ 
flet and make Sacramento entirely safe. 
Taking care of the water was the duty ot 
the State. Tne reclamation of the land 
was a private matter. 
A. H. Rose said that his experience had 
taught him that it cost money to build 
levees, and he wanted to know where the 
money was coming from to carry out this 
plan. H e was in favor of some such plan 
if the money could be had, but he would 
like to know where it was coming from. 
He was prepared to stake iiis reputation on 
the assertion that the plan suggested l>y 
Mr. Boschke would cost $10.(XH).('00, if it 
carries the water when it cotuts. He knew 
from actual surveys that the actual bight 
of the ievee required on either side of the 
river above Knights Landing would be 
from twenty to 
twenty-four feet. 
He 
wanted to get down to a practical proposi­ 
tion and find out whether the money could 
be raised to carry out such a plan. 
After 
that was done then appoint committees and 
adopt a suitable plan. 


ORGANIZING.

Dr. Dixon offered the following resolu­ 
tions : 
Rcsohel, That the Chairman of this Conven­ 
tion appoint a com m ittee, which shall consist 
of seven citizens, one each from the counties of 
Sacramento, San Joaquin, Yolo, Solano, Yuba, 
Surer and Colusa, whose duty it shall be lo iia 
m ediately organize and thorotighlv investigate 
the subject of navigation und overflow of ihe 
Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers, and report 
to an early future m eeting of this Convention 
what steps should be taken to sicure the adop­ 
tion o f plans for adequate drainage system s in 
Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys, and to se­ 
cure the constructi* n of the nece sarv works; 
to further rejiort what legislation w ill he re­ 
quired to enable the currying out o f sut h plans, 
aud to recommend to this Convention such 
other action for improving the navigabilitv of 
these rivers and protecting the adjacent vallev 
lands and property from dam age by floods dur­ 
ing high water as may by them be 'deem ed ad­ 
visable. 
Itrmlriii. Further, that the Board o f Super­ 
visors of each of the above nam ed counties be 
requested to appoint three delegates, who shall 
represent the several counties, and shall con­ 
stitute the Convention to whom the above com ­ 
m ittee shall report, said Convention to be called 
by the Chairman o f this body ujxm the request 
of .i majority o f said com m ittee stating their 
re .mines* to report. 
Sparrow Smith offered the following si 
sti.ute: 
Raolred, That an Executive Committee of 
fifteen be appointed; by this Convention, to 
whom this whole sur-ject matter be re fern: n, 
with instructions to currv lorward this work to 
a successful Issue, and that to this end they are 
hereby invited and emjjowertd lo form any or­ 
ganization or invoke any engineering skill or 
legislative aid necessary to this purpose, and that 
in the united interest of the State o i California 
and Cuited States Government, which ha? con­ 
trol o f all the navigable streams, the com m ittee 
Oe instructed to seek the counsel of Major \V. H. 
Heucr of the U. s. Army Engineer Corps, now in 
oha-ge of the Sacramento and 8,in Joaquin riv­ 
ers. 
The substitute was adopted, hut subse­ 
quently, on motion of John Boggs of Co­ 
lusa, the Cha:rman was authorized to ap­ 
point three from each of the counties of 
Colusa, Sutler, Yuba, Solano, Y’olo, Sacra­ 
mento and S tn Joaquin.

DUTY OF T H E GOVERNM ENT. 
George Ohleyer, of Sutter county, offered 
the following preamble and resolutions, 
which were unanimously adopted : 
Whereas, The Sacramento is the ch ief navi­ 
gable river of California, draining fully one-half 
of the State, including the great Sacramento 
valley, and carrying annually ou its bosom not 
less than 560.00J tons of w heat and other pro­ 
ducts, U' tw ithstacding the railroads oil either 
side o f it. the river being to the Mate what the 
Hudson river is to the State o f New York, with 
a vastly widening use etm p arei to the Hudson; 
aud. whereas, fully one-half of the navigafail.ty 
of the river has been destroyed by the process of 
hydranlic mining, which dump? its debris into 
tne r ver and its tributaries, thus raising the 
beds of the streams, widening the channels *nd 
reducing the depth of wn er and navigabilitv; 
and. whereas, this process has been declared 
illegal by the highest Courts, both Federal and 
State, under common law; now, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That we. in Convention assembled as 
representatives of the Sacramento vallev and 
Its water w ays, dem and at the hands of Con 
cress such legislat on as w ill guarantee the 
safety and restoration of its chiet river, and to 
execute the iaw s and decrees prohibitory ot the 
cati«e ol the evil. 
It was decided to call the Permanent 
Committee the “ Sacramento Valley Navi­ 
gation and Drainage Conmri-.tee.” 
The Convention then adjourned sine die
